Sev ere criticism fo r the sake o f 
criticism alo ne destro y s co nfidence and' 
any writer who indulg es in captio us co m­ 
ment beco mes entrapped by his o wn 
wo rds thereby lo sing co nfidence o f the 
audience he so eag erly seeks. 
But justified criticism o f g ro ss care­ 


lessness. neg lect, inefficiency and dis­ 
ho nesty has a place in co mmunity ev alu­ 
atio ns. 
Discussio ns o f public affairs and 
co mmunity pro blems sho uld be carried 
.o n with to lerance and adherence to 
facts, altho ug h there are times when the 
latter beco me elusiv e by unwarranted 
resistance, and thereby disto rted. 


Dealing with facts o n a multitude 
o f subjects as div ersified as the ing redi­ 
ents o f slum-g ullio n inv ites indeliberate 
erro r o n o ccasio n. Then it beco mes the 
pro v ince o f a fair-minded critic to ack­ 
no wledg e mistakes if he is to maintain 
his sincerity o f purpo se. 
No co mmunity pro blem is so Im­ 
po sing that it canno t be so lv ed o r at 
least eased by mutual and temperate 
ex aminatio n. That is what makes who le­ 
so me discussio n o f co mmunity pro blems. 
Unado rned with perso nalities and v in­ 
dictiv eness, W'e welco me letters fro m o ur 
readers to the edito r who is no t av erse 
to admitting his limitatio ns as a do ubt­ 
ful So lo mo n making appraisals o f civ ic 
co nundrums.

WASHINGTON—Who is the man whom Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower personally wants as his su c­ 
cessor in 19 60? It may be fou r years off, bu t 
already the politicians are pondering that qu es­ 
tion. There are three obviou s candidates. Bu t 
there is also a man whom the politicians don’t 
know mu ch abou t who happens to be Ike’s 
personal choice. 
The three well-known candidates are; 1) Vice 
Presideirt Nixon, who has been ru nning for 
so me time; 3 ) Sen. William Knowland of CaU- 
fo rniau who has ju st pu t himself in a better 
po sitio n to contest Nixon; and 3) ex-Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. He’s a man to whom Eisenhower 
is heavily obligated. 
The man whom Ike wou ld like to see the 
Repu blicans nominate, however, is his old Army 
friend. Gen. Alfred M. Gru enther. 
No t even the politicians know it, bu t the move 
to nominate Gru enther has gone mu ch fu rther 
the« mere pwrsonal desire. A grou p of Ike’s 
clo sest friends in New York already have or­ 
g anized a qu iet drive to groom Gru enther fo r 
the presidency . Hiey are the sanve men, so me- 
time* called the “Wall Street King-Makers." 
whe hriped finance the Eisenhower 
campaig n, 
Imilt his private residence at Au gu sta, and pick­ 
ed many o f the key men in his cabinet. 
They

Chief Hides
